Pouthin the ſaid Booke; Bet foꝛ the better cffectingof Our Puncelp purpoſe therem,wee 
doe by theſe pꝛeſents, ſtraightly charge and command, all Our louing Subiects, to obcy 
ſuch Direction and O2der, as by the ſaid Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Lord Archbiſhop of 
Yorke, 02 other the Biſhops of ut Realme , ſhall be taken foꝛ and concerning the publiſh- 
ing and teaching of the ſame : Upon paine, both ofſuch Eccleſiaſticatl Cenſure, as in the 
like tales are to be inflicted; And alſo of Our Pꝛincely Indignation, and ſuch other pu⸗ 
niſhment,as by the Law and Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall,ſhalbe due againſt thecontemners 
of this Our Royall Commandement.
